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S this Performance may be eſteemed the only one of the Kind - hitherto made public in England, it may not 
be im to give ſome Account of the Riſe, and Nature of the Undertaking. 

7 HE melancholy Accounts of Shipwrecks, and Loſſes, fo frequent on the Coaſt of Wales. (chiefly occaſioned, 

by the very ſlender Knowledge had, and moſt im Deſcription hitherto given, of thoſe Parts) 

made it for the Board of ADMIRALTY to take the fame into Conſideration, and determine, that an actual Surve 


of that Coaſt ſhould be made: And in the Year 1737. they were pleaſed to order me upon that Service; which was bo 
at Orme's-bead in North Wales, near Chefter-Bar. | 


THE Work of one Year being produced, Orders were given me to proceed ; but not 
dated with profes and neceſſary Materials to go on, the Survey was yes #- till the Year 1742: When their LoxDsnuips 
allowed me a Veſſel well equip'd; by which Means, with great Care and Exaftnefs, I carried on the Survey to the Entrance 
of Briſtol Channel: But in the Year 1744. the War with France coming on, the Buſineſs was poſtpon'd, and I have ſince 
finiſh'd my Plans, and delivered my Survey into the A DPMIK ALT Y. 

THE Draughts of Harbours, Cc. now engraved, and exhibited in this Treatiſe, were drawn up in a ſmall Volume, for 
my own ptivate Uſe; which Method I found neceſſary, to refreſh my Memory in Caſe of Storms, or other ſudden Diſaſters, 
when bn my Survey: But happening to ſhew them to the Lords of the ADMIRALTY, they were pleaſed to approve of 
them, and that they ſhould be now made public for the Benefit of Navigators ; with ſome Hints that were drawn 
up by me conceming the Improvements that might be made in thoſe rs: it bei e 
Survey of the Coaſt at Large, until it is carried on to the Land's End, to compleat that of Briſtol Channel. 

THOUGH it would be needleſs even to mention to Seafaring-men, the Diſtinction that ought to be made in Sea-Charts : 
Yet, as this Performance may not only fall into the Hands of able and knowing Seamen, but alſo into thoſe of Landmen and 
raw Sailors ; it will not be amiſs to take Notice here, that there are three ſorts of Sea-Charts, diſtinguiſhed as follows, 


being then ſufficiently accommo- 


THE fr} is a general Chart of the Coaſt of a certain Part of the Earth, Country or Channel; which being done by a ſimall 
Scale, in order to bring it into one Sheet, ſor common Uſe, can ſhew only the Bearings and Diſtances of Ports and Places; their 
Latitudes and Longitudes, a fe Soundings, the Variation of the Compaſs, Trade-Winds, and ſuch general Points. 

THIS Kind of Chart, from the neceſſary Smallneſs of its Scale, can take in no particular Deſcription of Banks, Sands, Rocks, 
or Dangers; nor of but few Roads, and no Harbours. 

OF this Kind is a Chart of the South Sea, Weſt-Indies, Baltic, Enghſh Channel, &c. And alſo that Chart of Sz George's 
Channel, which the Lok ps of the ApMIRAL v, (ſince this Volume was propofed) ordered me to publiſh from my 


Survey. 


THE 
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THE ſecond Sort of Sea-Charts, are Draughts of the Coaſt of a particular Country ; as of all or ſome Part of the Coaſt of 
Great Britain, of the Coaſt of France, &c. Where the Coaſt, in each 1 Draught, is laid down by a large Scale from 
Harbour to Harbour; and therein ſhould be deſcribed and ſet down, all Banks, Sholes, Rocks, Overfalls, Settings of Tides, 
particular Soundings, (which cannot poſſibly be brought into a general Chart) riſing of Tides, Counter-tides, Times of flow- 
ing and running of the Tides, as Proſpects or Views of the Coaſt, and of particular Rocks and Iſlands; Perches, Buoys, 
Lighthouſes, Landmarks: Directions to Sail into Roads and Harbours ; as well as Tide Tables, which ought to be calculated 
from Obſervations of the Tides themſelves, and not from meer Theory, as is uſually done. 
THESE Charts, together with the Directions belonging to them, make up very large and unwieldy Folios, by no means 
convenient to be made Uſe of upon every little Occaſion : of this Kind are thoſe Books called Coafting Pilots ; as is alſo that 
Survey before mentioned, now lying at the ADMIRALTY, which I had the Honour to execute, 


THE third Sort of Sea Draughts are thoſe of Harbours, Bays, and Roads; which ought ſtill to be more minutely deſcrib'd 
than the Coaſt of a Country ; and a ſmall portable Volume of ſuch Plans of Harbours,, is not only Convenient but ab- 
ſolutely Neceflary ; the Uſcfulneſs of them being well known to thoſe who have fail'd up the Straits of Gibraltar: F or, the 
King of France, ſome Years ago, ordered Plans and Draughts of this Kind to be made of the chief Bays and Roads in the Me- 
diterranean, (executed by the Sicurs Mzchelot and Bremond) a Work univerſally approved of, on Account of its Method and 
Portableneſs. 

OF this third Kind of Draughts is this ſmall Book now before you; and thoſe who have made Uſe of the above mentioned 
French Plans, wa os we Judges, whether ours in any reſpect fall ſhort of their deſigned End. 

IT is to be , that the and Draughts in this Volume, are of thoſe Harbours only, that are at this Time eſteem'd 
to be the moſt conſiderable, uſeful, and wanted to be deſcrib'd ; or moſt neceſſary for our Trade and Navigation on this Coaſt : 
But there are many other Roads, Harbours and Creeks, within the Limits of my Survey, all done with the fame Exactneſs with 
theſe Plans, and which may poſſibly be made public hereafter. 

Such are the following : 

IN Angleſey; Fryers-Road, Freſhwater-Road, Bullbay, Millbay, and Bulkeley's-bay, Roads, and Beaumares Harbour ; with 
many others in the Straits of Menai, that divides Angleſey from the Main, and which is but one continued Harbour, where 
Thouſands,of Veſſels lie ſecure ; alſo Kemaes, Beddmanach and Cymmyrran Harbours, or Creeks. 

IN „ Road, Cafn-Enlli and Ge Harbours. 

IN Merionethſbire; Mochres and Aberdyſni Harbours. 

IN Cardiganſbire; Pygan, Cribach Roads; and y Borth, Newkey, Aberaeron, anog, b Harbours, or Creeks. 

IN Pembrokeſhire ; Strumble-head Road, and Knowlton, St Brides Haven, Stac Haven, Creeks. 

MAN Y of which Places are now. uſeful to Navigation, and the reſt might be made ſo by Repairs and Improvements. 

I CANNOT avoid obſerving in this Place, that the Engliſb Draughts of the Coaſt of Britain and Ireland, which are 
now in the Hands of Sailors, and paſs for new correct Charts, (I mean thoſe of them that have come within the Compals of 
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my Obſervation,) are evidently no other than very imperfect Eye Draughts, ar elſe very corrupt Copies of antient Surveys; 
and which are upon no Account to be depended upon. 

I AM far from Cenſuring the Performances of others; but, 0 eee in the Service of the Govern- 
ment, of Examining by an actual Survey ſome Places which are faid to have been formerly done, I take it to be Part of my 
Duty to make public a Matter, which is of ſuch great Conſequence to the Nation. 

THE Exactneſs neceſſary in Operations of this Kind, by Sea and Land, demands extraordinary Care and Application; the 
many Obſervations for determining juſtly the Situations and Poſitions of Places, and what regards the Tides, Soundings, 
Sc. require the u Attention, and much 21 which ought not, in this Caſe, to be ſpared, where the Lives

Survey that I undertook, beſides the cloſe Application and hard Labour requiſite, I found almoſt inſuperable Difficul- 
attending ſo great a Work, and that it required a Reſolution not eaſily intimidated to go through with it; being frequent- 
ly overtaken by violent Storms, ſometimes upon a Leeſhore, and at other Times among Banks Rocks; the Chief af the 
Buſineſs being, 10 ſearch careful or thoſe Dangers, which all others endeavour as carefully to avaid: And I am firmly of 
Opinion, that nothing Material hath eſcaped my tion, within the Compaſs of my Survey : And as to that Part of it, that 
is made public in this Treatiſe, I have had the Graving and Printing all done under my own Inſpection, and I hope no Errors 
of any equence have into it. | 
I DO not doubt but that the Encouragers of this Work will readily excuſe my having added to it, the Plans of three Har- 
bours, more than was at firſt propoſed, as alſo an Account of the Trade, Manufactures and Natural Produftions, of the ſeveral 
Places on this Coaſt ; which was done purely with a Deſign, that the Whole might prove of greater Benefit and Advantage to 
the Country, and to the Public in General. 
FROM my Knowledge in the Language and Antiquities of the Britains, one Thing, I may venture to aſſert, is peculiar to 
theſe Draughts, and perhaps to be found in very few, if in any other; which is, that the Names of Places are ſet down ac- 


cording to their true Orthography ; whereas in other Charts and Maps of this Coaſt, the Names are y ſuch, as the Na- 
tives and Inhabitants of thoſe Places never heard of; and for the moſt Part are only the ſpurious Productions of ignorant Tran- 
ſcribers and careleſs Engravers,

BEAUMARES was a Place of good Trade formerly, 
nd might be fo itil, if the Inhabitants purived it, it being an 


— 


excellent Harbour, well ſituated, and well ſupplicd with the Gifts 
of Nature. 

Here is Plenty of Corn, Butter and Cheeſe ; and at Penmon 
they have a good Herring-fiſhery. All this Coaſt abounds with 
Oyſters: Thoſe of Penmon are fat and large, and famous for 
Pickling. They have alſo Muſcles, Cockles, and other Kind of 
Fiſh, in great Plenty. On Prieftholme Iſland, as well as in ſome 
other Parts of Hales, they have migratory Birds, called Puffins, 
which are pickled and fold for the Tables of the Great. 

This is & Anas Arctica of Cluſius, and the Pica Marina, or 
Fratercula, of Geſner and Aldrovandus; and hath many Engliſb 
Names, as Pope, Mullet, Coulterntb, Gokden-head, &c. 

N. B. This is not the ſame Bird as goes by the Name of Puffin 
in the Iſle of Max. | 

At Penmon, and in that Neighbourhood, there are ſeveral 
Quarries of Mill-ſtones, of the Grit Kind, of which grear Quan- 
tities are ſhipp'd off there. 

There are ſeveral Veins of Lead Ore near Beaumares, but no 
effectual Trials were ever made upon them.

THIS is a noted Place for the Lime-ſtone Trade, which 
is carried on to all the neighbouring Countries; among which is 
found black and grey Marble in abundance, which bears a good 
Poliſh. 

Here is a rich Sand for manuring, which is carried in ſmall 
Sloops to all Parts of Angleſey, and which prepares the — 3

ſuch a manner, that no Manure yields greater Crops of Oats and 
Barley, which are the chief natural Commodities of this Iſland, 
in general, for Exportation. 

In this Bay there are Herrings in plenty, and other Kind of 
Fiſh, of which the Inhabitants here make great Profit. 

At Rbos Vaur and Buleb Gwyn, near this Place, there are no- 
* Quarries of Mill-ſtones, of the Grit Kind, which are ſhipp'd 
off here. 

At a Place called Twi y wig, in this Bay, there are large looſe 
Planks of found grey marble, thrown out of their Beds by the 
Sea: I found one of them to be three Foot thick, nine Faot 
broad, and twenty ſeven Foot long, which comes to 629 Cubic 
Feet; and as the ſpecific Gravity of this Marble is 2.7, this 
Stone muſt weigh above forty ſeven Ton. 

Theſe Planks ſawed, would make fine Columns for public 
Buildings; and it is a Wonder they eſcaped the Eyes of the 
proud Romans, when they governed Britain.

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DULAS, in ANGLESEY. Plate V. 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


H E Entrance of this Harbour is narrow, and full of large 
looſe Stones, which makes it dangerous going in and out. 
Thoſe Stones may be lung at low Water, and with the Tide 
brought aſhore, to make a ſmall Pier Head under 'n nant : 
Then the Gravel from the South Eaſt Side of the Harbour's 
Mouth, thrown into the River, would widen it, and break much 
of the Rapidity of the Tide, occaſioned by the great Indraught.

Dublin with the Iriſh Mail, Sundays, Wedneſdays, and Fridays, 
Hint and Weather permitting. 

This is alſo found to be a very convenient Harbour for the Nor- 
thern Trade, when taken ſbort by contrary Winds : But as it is 
only one of the Rough-draughts of Nature, which ſhewed what 
ought to be done, (and Men never gave it a belping Hand) it is 
on N.W. Winds no good lying Place for large Shipping.

IN the Year 1747, there was ſhipp'd off here of different Kind 
of Grain, Twenty two Thouſand Buſhels. 

The other natural Productions and Commodities of the Place, 
are Butter, Cheeſe, Bacon, Wild Fowl in abundance, Oyſters, 
Lobſters, Crabs, Razor-fiſh, S s, H Cod-fſh, Whi- 
ting, Whiting Pollacks, Blackings, Sea Tench, Turbot, Soles, 
Flounders, Rays, and other Fiſh in plenty. 

Here is a Plant ing on the Sea Rocks, called by the Na- 
tives Gwymmon, (in Engliſh Tang) of which = make great 
Profit, by burning it into a Kind of Salt, called KzLe; one of 
the Ingredients in making Glaſs, and uſed alſo in Allum Works. 
Sampier, a well known Pickle, grows here in the Cliffs of the 
Sea Rocks; remarkable for this, that it hardly ever grows where 
Men can come at it, without being let down in Ropes. 

In this Neighbourhood there is a Vein of white Fullers 


Earth, and another of yellow, which might be uſeful to Trade. 
There was a Salt-houſe formerly erected on the Iſland, in the 
Entrance of Holy-Head Harbour, and an Act paſſed the 6th of 
Queen Anne, to permit Rock Salt to be uſed here, to ſtrengthen 
Sea Water: The Place was well ſituated for that Purpoſe, but for 
want of proper Management the Work fell to decay, and hath not 
been ſince attempted.

SKERRY LIGH T-HOUSE. 
DESCRIPTION. 


HIS Light-Houſe lies on the Iſland of Skerries, about three 
Leagues N.N. Holy-head Harbour, and about half a 
League from the Main: It was firſt eretied by a private Gentle- 
man by Patent; but by an Act of Parliament paſſed in the Tear 
1730, there is a Duty of one Penny per Tun laid on Britiſh Veſſels 
paſſing it, or croſſing the Channel, and 2 d. a Tun on Foreigners. 
This Light may be ſeen ſeven or eight Leagues off, and is of great 
Uſe to Navigation. 


NATURAL PRODUCTIONS. 


IN this Ifland, and alſo at the South-Stack near Holy-head, 
Purrixs breed in Plenty, which come in a ſurprizing Manner 
all in a Flock in the Compaſs of one Night ; and after the ſame 
Manner, when their Seaſon comes, depart till next Year. 

Here Sea-Tench, Whiting-Pollacks, and other Fiſh, are taken 
with Angling Rods from the Cliffs of the Sea Rocks; and in 
Summer-time Blackings or Cole-fiſh are in ſuch Plenty here, 
that the Light-men ſanding upon the Point of a Rock have 
frequently taken them up with Baſkets, as they paſſed by.

NATURAL COMMODITIES. 


CORN, Butter and Cheeſe are in great plenty here, and 
molt kind of Fiſh; alſo Freeſtone for Building; and at Llanddwyn 
a Green Stone with white and red Spots, which will bear a Poliſh. 
There they have allo a kind of Sea Spurge, which they uſe to 
die Wool Yellow. 

At Llangeinwen there are ſome Veins of Lead Ore, and but 
very ſlight Trials made upon them : I have obſerv'd there, a pon- 
derous ruddy Spar in plenty, (whoſe ſpecific Gravity is 4. 25.) 
and which no doubt contains ſome Metal. 

Up this River there are ſeveral Coal-works, moſt of which 
have been work'd but a few Yards 222 being much troubled 
with Water, and no Engines ever uſed here.

- Yards thick, one of Two Yards, and others leſs. 

Theſe take their Range South Weſterly through the Marſhes, 
and the Bog called Cors Ddygai, and again at Pentre'r Lludw, 
have been diſcovered on high Ground, on the Weft fide of the Bog. 

If all this low Ground was drain'd, and Banks rais'd along the 
Courſe of the Veins, to keep out the Tide and Freſhes, there 
might be immenſe Treaſure got here. 

I Theſe Veins it is probable ſtrike over Angleſey to the Eaſtward, 
and to Fintſbire; for I have obſerv'd ſome Signs and ſmall 
Strings of Coal in the Cliffs at Penrbyn Safnas near Beaumares. 


REMARKS upon the PRODUCTIONS of 
ANGLESEY in general. 


THERE are many Commodities in this Iſland which cannot 
be appropriated to any cular Harbour, ſuch as Honey, Wax, 
Tallow, Hides, Woollen Cloth, Linnen Cloth, Ce. But the 
Principal are Cox and CAT TIE. 

Roberts, in his Map of Commerce, publiſhed about One Hun- 
dred Years ago, ſays, that Angleſey ſent then to the Engliſh Mar- 
kets about Three Thouſand Head of Cattle yearly. But they 
have improved fo much in Huſbandry, ſince his Time, that they 
amount now to about Fifteen Thouſand ; befides, at leaſt Five 
Thoutand Hogs, and a great Number of Sheep : And after the 
Fairs are over yearly, it is computed that the Stock of the Iſland 

is at leaſt Thirty Thoufand Head of Cattle. |

NATURAL PRODUCTIONS and TRADE. 


THE chief Commodities here are Corn and Slates. They 
ſhip off yearly of different Kinds of Grain from Twenty to 
Thirty Thouſand Buſhels. 

Their Slates are of the Blue Kind, very light and convenient 
for Houſes lightly timber'd, and the moſt durable in the Wea- 
ther of any yet diſcovered in this Part of the World: Of theſe 
they ſend yearly to Ireland, Londen, and other Parts of England, 
at icaſt Four Million One Hundred Thouſand; or according to 
their Account, Four Thouſand One Hundred Thouſands. 

Not far off on the Angleſey Side they have Plenty of Limeſtones, 
and near Aloe / y don on the Cacruarvonſbire Side, there is a large 
Bed of a beautiful ſmall grain'd white Freeſtone, which ſupplies 
all the Artificers in this Part of the World with Whetſtones : 
The hardeſt of it, if uſed with Cil, is little inferior to the Turky 
Oilftone. They have Fiſh here in great Plenty, ſuch as Sal- 
mon, Cod, Whitings; all Kind of Flat-hfh ; Ovytters, Mulcles, 
Cockles, Sc.

Here is a Woollen Manufactury lately fer up, which 'tis thought 
will anſwer ; the Place being well ſituated for it.

Snowden-Hill, not far from hence; which by their Situation, it is 
probable, will make great Works. 


The SS W EL LY, 
DESCRIPTION. 


HIS is a dangerous Part of the Straits of Menai, an Arm 

of the Sca between Angleſey and Caernarvonſbire. It is 
called by the Welſh, Pwll Keris, a Name borrow'd (it is likely) 
from the Roman Charybdis, ſuch another dangerous Place as this 
on the Coaſt of Sicily. 

The Oppoſition of Rocks and Iſlands, and the Narrowneſs of 
the Channel, occaſions great Overfalls, violent Currents, and 
Whirlpools here, while the Tide of Flood or Ebb makes ſtrong: 
And it is not to be meddled with but upon flack Tide. The 
Tide coming from Caernarvon Bar flows here ſooner by an Hour 
and a Quarter than the Northern Tide at Beaumares, and makes 
an Overtall at Carreg y Pull, of about Six Foot, till it has flow'd 
about Four Hours; the Tide from hence ruſhing with great Vio- 
lence as far as Peurbyn Safnas, near Beaumares, meets the 
Northern Flood, which conquers it by Degrees, and about an 
Hour and a Quarter before it is High-water. at Beaumares, the 
Tide turns in the Swelly towards Caernarvon, which is the beſt 
Time to paſs there, being then all quict. But this nick of Time 
muſt be carefully obſerv'd by large Ships, taking the Advantage 
of a fair Wind and a good Pilot. It is common tor ſmall Sloops 
to turn to Windward, among theſe Iſlands, when the Wind is 
ſcarce; but it is not adviſcable tor large Veſſels to attempt it. 

At low Water Spriag-tides there is not above ſeven. or eight 
Foot deep in the beſt of the Channel in that Spot; fo that it would 
nat be impolſible © make a Bridge there, to join the rwo Countics.

IN this Bay, at Morfa Bach, in the Year 1732, a Shoal of 
One Hundred and thirtcen Bottle-noſes were ſtranded on the 
Rocks, and left a Prey for the Country, who made great Profit 
of them, by m Oil of the Blubber. 

The largeſt of theſe Fiſh, which was about fifteen Foot long, 
had a Slug of Lead in his Head, having been wounded by a Gun, 
bur not mortally ; which it ſeerns was the Reaſon of the others 
hunting him ſo eagerly, that they ran themſelves upon the Rocks.

It will not be improper here, as we had an Occaſion to men- 
tion Lead Ore, to give a ſhort Account of the Mines of this 
Country. 

Cardiganſhire is a Country abounding with Veins of Lead and 
3 Sitver Ore; i. e. Ore ſo rich in Silver, that it produces from ſe- 
venty to eighty Ounces of Silver in a Ton of Metal. This ex- 
traordinary Bounty of Nature hath been ſo much neglected and 
overlooked by us, (as well as the Britiſh Fiſhery) that we chooſe 
to rummage the Eaſt and Weſt Indies for Money, rather than to 
go fifty or an hundred Yards under Ground in our own Ifland, 
where, with proper Management, we may find the very Thing 
we ſo much ſtrive for: In this we imitate Mr Se/der's Butcher, 
who ſought about for his Knife when he had it in his Mouth. 

Same Germans in Queen Elizaveth's Time worked theſe Mines 
to good Profit; and Sir Hugh Middleton, in Fames the Firſt's 
Time, made a vaſt Fortune here, which he ſpent in bringing the 
New River Water towards London. He cleared Two Thouſand 
Pounds a Month for ſome Years out of one Silver Mine here; and 
after him Mr Edm. Bufhel (a Pupil of Sir Francis Bacon's) made 
an immenſe Fortune out of this and other Mine: in this County, 
ſo that King Charles the Firſt allowed him to ſet up a Mint in 
the Caſtle of Aberyſtwyth, for the Conveniency his 
Workmen ; made him Governor of the Iſle of Lundy, to 


ecure 


his Shipping; made him a Preſent of the Duty of his own Lead, 
and m 


e him Farmer of the King's Duties on Lead. 
Mr © Buſbel, out of the Profit of theſe Mines, made the King a 
Preſent of a Regiment of Horſe, (in the Civil Wars) cloathed the 
King” s whole Army, and lent Him 40,000 Pounds; but falling 
in the general Ruin of the Party, the chief Mines have ever ſince 

laid under Water, though eaſily recoverable. 

After theſe Gentlemen; the Company of Mine Adventurers of 
England, were the firſt that laid out any conſiderable Sums of

All theſe are falſly laid down in all former Surveys that I have 
met with; and even the lateſt Engliſß Surveys and Charts, make 
the Iſle of Greſbo/m a Cluſter of ſmall Rocks, and place the Hats 
and Barrels ſeveral Leagues from their true Situation. 

This may be ſeen, by comparing any former Charts with my 
General Chart of this Coaſt ; which is an actual Survey taken upon 
the Spot, and which may be depended upon. | 

Theſe Rocks, lie juſt in the Trade-way, being near one third 
of the Channel over, between Wales and Ireland; and it is neceſ- 
ſary that ſome further Care ſhould be taken of Men's Lives and 
Properties in this Caſe, than there hath been hitherto.

IMPROVEMENTS. 


A new Kind of a double Light-houſe might be erected on 
Greſbolm Iſland: If it was made a fingle Light, Veſſels homeward 
| bound, might miſtake this for the Eddyſtone Light-bouſe. Ine 
Tower in this Caſe ſhould be made twenty Yards high at leaſt, 
which would cauſe the Light to be ſeen ten Leagues: Then let 
another ground Fire be kept near the Height of the Foot of the 
Tower, which may be ſeen five or ſix Leagues; the Iſland bein 
high Ground. This will be a ſufficient Diſtinction between it — 
any other Light-houſe in this Part of the World. 

A Paſſage muſt be cut in the Rock, and a Conveniency to 
Land about Two Hundred Tuns of Coal yearly upon the Iſland 
which, with the Attendance of an Agent and two Linkimes, will 
make the Expence between Four and Five Hundred Pounds a 
Year. 

This Light-houſe, and a large Perch upon the main Rock of 
the Smalls, would be of infinite Service to the Navigation of 
Creat Britain in General. | | 

Here it may not be improper to inform the Reader, that the 
South Stream (commonly called the Tide of Flood) on account 
of the Oppoſition made to the Tide by theſe Iſlands and Rocks, 
and the great Preſſure of Water from the Southward, runs here 
from two to three and four Hours later than high Water on Shore, 
according to the Diſtance from Shore, and the Stream from the 
North accordingly ; which muſt be taken particular Notice. of in 
calculating of Tides; or elſe one Tide may be miſtaken for ano- 
ther. It will be found the ſame on all Headlands where there is 
an Oppoſition of Rocks and Iſlands, as at Scilly, &c. but more 


ſo where the Tide runs athwart the Promontory, as it doth here 
and at Bardſey. 


The CROW ROCK. Plate XXIV. 


DESCRIPTION. 


HIS is a dangerous Rock lying in the Trade-way between 
Briſtol Channel and Milford, and is cover'd at about four 
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Hours Flood; it is ſurrounded with ſeveral ſunken Recks, as the 
Eaſt and Weſt Crow's Toes, c. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


A Perch upon this would be of very great Uſe to Navigation: 
For, though it doth not lie from the Shore above a Mile, yet be- 
ing upon a Headland, Veſſels are frequently drove upon it in 
Foggy Weather ; and others being afraid of the ſame Fate, keep 
ſo tar out in the Channel, that if the Wind flackens with them, 
they are often carried out ſo far, that they cannot fetch their in- 
tended Harbour.
